Chauncey M. Depew ‘Wants to Go to Eng- 
lande 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—[Special.|—There 
has been within the last few days undoubtedly 
a change in the slate regarding the new min- 
ister to the court of St. James. It is well 
understood that President Hlarrison is de- 
pirous of piving the place to Senator Eyarts, 
but there isa ‘disposition on the part of a num- 
ber of New York politicians to object to the 
appointment, alleging that he ‘is not particu- 
Jarly identitied with the workings of the party 
in his state, and what they ask is that a man 
shall be chosen who has some political aifilia- 
tions with the party and with its workings. 
There is hardly longer a reason to doubt that 
the place will be given to either Senator 
Evarts or to Chauncey M. Depew. A promi- 
nent New York gentleman was asked if he 
thought 

DEPEW WOULD ACCEPT IT 
if it were tendered to him. 

“What; accept it? Ile would jump at it 
like a rat jumping at a piece of choese in a 
trap. He is honeying for it.” 

“Put would not Mr. Depew be compelied to 
resign the presidency of the New York Cen- 
tral railroad, a position that pays a salary of 
$50,000 per annuin?”’ 

“No, I do not think he would have to resign 
his connection with tle railroad. In fact, he 
can be very useful to the road, in London, asa 
great majority of its stock is held there, and 
there will be very little diifliculty with his 
communicating by cable such information as 
he may desire to give to the board of direc- 
tors, just the same as if he were in New York. 
Of course he holds acable frank, and the 
expense attached to it will be nominal,’

Waval Officers Kicking. About the Pro-~ 
gramme of the Washington Centennial. 
Wasnincton, March 25.—No little dissatis- 

faction is felt among the naval officers over the 

details of the programme for the celebration of 

Washington's Inauguaral centennial in New 

York next month. According to the pro- 

gramme, the army and navy are to figure 

prominently in the demonstration. Major- 

General Schofield, the highest com manding 

general ofthe se rvice, has been selected te 

take charge of the military forces, and against 
that selecti no criticism is made, but naval 
officers complain that their branch of the 
gervice, which will make the exhibition of 
particular interest because of its comparison of 
the old and new navy has been placed in 
charge of a retired army: officer. They argue 
that a naval officer of highest rank should 
have been chosen to match the selection of 

Major-General Schofield, and they have be- 

gun an agitation to have Admiral Jouette 
replace the retired army oflicer in command 


of the nayal demonstration. 


How Officers May be Procured for Ynstrnue 
tors—Arms and Ammunition Furnished. 
© Wasnincton, March 25.—James H. Wing- 
riin, the newly appointed supervising archi 
tect of the treasury, has accepted the appoint- 
ment and will enter upon his duties Wednes- 
day. Theo resignation of Mr. Freret, the in- 
cuimbent, was voluntary, having been tendered 
informally soon after the administration 
changed with those of other subordinate 
officers of the department. 

Major-General Schofield has issued a genenal 
order based on the recent act of congress in- 
creasing the number of oftiicers who may be 
detailed to duty in colleges, and promulgating 

a set of regulations prescribed by the president 
ubderthe law. These regulations provide in 
brief as follows: 

WHO CAN BF DETAILED. 

Captains of companies, regimental &taff 
oflicers or officers who have served less than 
three years with their repiment or corps, or 
who have recently completed a tour of de- 
tached duty, will not be eligible. No details 
will be made that will leave a battery, troop 
or company Without two osticers for duty. The 
period of detail will be three years. No ofli- 
cer will be detailed except upon application 
from a representative of the college. Applica- 
tions for details must. be made to the secretary 
of war, and should be accompauied by a cer- 
tilicate as tothe number of male students in 
the college. Officers may file application for 
detail with the adjutant-general. 

WHAT THE GOVERNMENT WILL FURNISH. 

The secretary of war has prescribed regula- 
tions governing the issue of arms for military 
instructions at colleges, under which each 
college or aniversity where an army afticer is 
stationed will be allowed two3-inch rifled guns 
of wrought iron, valued at £450 each, two 
carriages and appurtenances, 150 Springfield 
cadet ritles and a corresponding number of 
bayonet scabbards and appendages. The col- 
leges are required to give a bond equal to 
double the vaiue of the arms furnished. Am- 
munition will be supplicd as follows: One 
hundred blank cartridges and three hundred 
primers for the 3-inch guns, and fifty rifle ball 
cartridges for each cadct engaged in target 
practice.

A MISER’S DEATH. 
His Relatives are Searching for His Hidden 
Wealth 

UnrIontTown, Pa., March £3.—Samuel Hum- 
bert, who was one of the victims of the same 
gang who raised the reign of terror, died af 
McClellantown last night. He was eighty 
years old, has been a miser and is supposed to 
have had a large sum of money saved and 
stored away somewhere, being distrustful of 
banks. This fact led to his capture in his 
house near Fair Chance one night last summer, 
by a robber gang who burned his feet with 
candles, 

AND HELD HIM OVER A FIRE, 
using every device conceivable to force him to 
disclose where his wealth was hidden, bunt in 
vain. The old man never fully recovered from 
the shock thus recci\ od and heart disease 
caused his death. Rather than touch his hoard, 
he allowed his house at Fair Chance to be sold 
by the sheriif a month ago. He knew death 
was staring him in the face for the past 
week, and several times was on the 
point of disclosing its hiding place, once going 
so far as to say it was put away ina box, but 
he became choked up andcould not speak 
further. When he was gasping inthe throes 
of death last night, he tried to tell his attend- 
ant. but had only gasped, ‘‘Dob, the box is—”’ 
when he was seized witha choking fit, and 
died. His relatives are now hunting for the 
concealed treasure.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—A decision was 
filed today by the interstate commerce com- 
mission in the caso of the Littie Rock and 
Memphis Railroad company against the St.

THE HUSEAND'S REVENGE 


Upon the Guilty Paramour of His Falthless 
Wife. 

INDIANAPOLIS, March 25.:—When John Cle- 
mens went to his home, in thesouthern part of 
the city, about 9:30 tonight, and opened the 
door, he found his wife and P. B. L. Nowland 
sitting together in the room. Nowland, as 
Clemens entered the room, made a movement 
to strike the latter, when Clemens fired twice, 
both bullets striking Nowland and causing 
instant death. This is the story of the killing 
as told by Clemens, who is under arrest, Now- 
land was ason of J. H. B. Nowland, an old 
and well known resident of this city. 

Mrs. Clemens, who is also under arrest, at 
first denied any knowledge of Nowland, but 
after telling a number of stories, finally broke 
down and confessed that she had been crimi- 
nally intimate with Nowland. he pair spent 
the early part of the night in visiting rooms in 
the neighborhood, after which they returned 
to Clemens’s house. When Clemens came 
home he found itlocked. He was admitted by 
his wife, who had concealed Nowland in a rear 
room. 

Ciemens greeved his wife affectionately, and 
the tragedy might have been nem it had not 
Nowland, i ise, which 
cauchtthe atten tion a Sievaene. wis rose, 
ond Nowland,seeing he was discov ered, retreat- 
ed toward the room in which Clemens steod. 
The latter drew a revolver and fired twice, 
With the result above stated. Nowland'was a 
married man about forty years old. His wife is 
a daughter of John Lb. Glover, once auditor of 
the state. 


SHOOCTING A STEPMOTHER. 
A Deliberate Crime Sessaatived by a West 
Virginia Villain, 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., March 25. -Informa- 
tion reached here today that last Saturday 
Thomas Woods, who lives on ‘Donnelly fork, 
en Mud river, in Lincoln county, near Torr.ado 
postodice, sent word to his stepmother, Mrs. 
Woods, that one of her neighbors across the 
hill was sick and wanted her to come imme- 
diately. fe concealed himself behind a tree 
near the path to await her coming, and when 
she approached stepped out and fired a revolver 
full at her left breast, the ball taking effect 
just below the nipple. She fell to the 
ground. To make sure of his work, Woods 
shot heragain in the neck and afterward 
dragged her to a cliff near by and dropped 
her tothe ground below. Shortly afterward 
she recovered sufficiently to give an alarm, 
which was heard by men getting out cross 
ties, who went to her assistance, accompanied 
by Woods, who professed entire ignorance of 
the matter. She was conscious, and related 
the story of the shooting, accusing Woods of 
being her assassin and died afterward. Woods 
is now in custody. The only known cause for 
the crime was a disagreement between him 
self and his stepmother iu regard to the 
division of the property belonging to his 
father. 


Shot and Mortally Wounded. 

LOvIsvVILLE, Ky., March 25.—At Mount 
Vernon, Ky., Saturday, James Baker shot and 
mort illy wounded Moses Gatliff. Gatliff’s 
wife had ran away with another man. Catliff 
pursned and recaptured her atthe depot where 
they were to take the train.

Baker remonstrated, and Gatliff 
shotathim. Baker shot Gatliff, wounding 
him fatally, and : surrendered to to the sheriff.

WORRYING WEBSTER 


BY PROPOUNDING HARD QUESTIONS 
TO HIM 


IN’ REGARD TO THE TIMES CASE. 


Was the Attorney-General Cognizant That 
Pigott Had Admitted His Weak- 
ness?— (her Foreign News, 


Lonpvon, March 25.—In the house of com- 
mons this afternoon Sir Charlies Russell, who, 
upon arising, was loudly cheered, said he de- 
sired to make a statement regarding the 
speech made by Attorney-General Webstor in 
the house of commons on Friday last. He 
read a letter which he had written to Mr. 
Webster, in which he said that he d:d not be- 
lieve that Mr. Webster had been correctly re- 
ported. It was absolutely incorrect to say that 
before Pigott’s examination, or before Pigott 
fled, he (Rassell) had received information, 
direct or indirect, to the effect that Pigott dis- 
creditel the value of his owm testimony. 

IT WAS ABSOLUTELY INCORRECT 
to say he had either called for or referred to 
letters conveying such information. A te ney- 
General Webster, in reply tethe speaker's 
letter, had written that he believed‘tie had 
handed such letters to him, but that he would 
have to refer to his short-hand notes for con- 
firmation. The attorney-general was mistaken 
in supposing that he had given hha five days 
before Pigott testified to the letters discredit- 
ing Pigott’s evidence. The letters in which 
Pigott confessed his fear of cross-examination 
had come upon the speaker and his colleagues 
as a@complete surprise. After Pigott’s flight 
they had repeatedly made open complaint in 
court regarding the manner in which the 
attorney-general had conducted the case. He 

DID NOT IMPUTE DISHONORABLE MOTIVES 
to the attorney general, but he thought that 
Mr. Webster had been ledaway by the politi- 
cal character of the case into a course of con- 
duct which, on reflection, and in less exciting 
circumstances, he would not have pursued.

Continuing, Mr. Russell said that, even 
when Pigott had testified, he did not get the 
letters to which reference had been made, 
although Mr. Webster cffered to produce the 
letter of November Sth. Hé asked the attor- 
ney general either to admit that he was mis- 

taken or to point out, in the ofiicial report, any 
reference to the letter of November Ldth. 
HE ADMITS HE ERRED. 

Mr. Webster admitted that, relying upon 
memory, he had erred when he wrote to Sir 
Charles Russell. Heargued thatin any case 
the matter was unimportant. 

The attorney-general persisted thatif Sir 
Charlies Russell had consented to have the 
letter from Soames‘to Pigott read in court, he 
(tussel!) would have been in a position to de- 
mand the correspondence to which it referred. 

Mr. Asquith, whois ene of the Parnellite 
counsel, foliowed. He asserted most positively 
that neither he ner Sir Charles Lussell had 
the ghost or glimmer of amotion that the letter 
of Pigott’s ex xisted in which he announced 
that his testimony would _ discredi te. l. 

WHY WAS WEBSTER SILENT? 

Sir William Vernon Harcount contended 
that no answer had been given tohis charge 
that Webster, knowing Pigott to bea doubtful 
witness, had allowed the Times, for two 
months, to repeat its odious charges; and, 
further, had sat silent While Houston attirmed 
that he hadcomplete trustin Pigott, which 
statement Webster knew to be false, 

Mr. Webster—I have protested that I had 
no means of knowing that Houston’s state- 
mont was untrue, 

Sir William Harcourt, resuming, said that 
an attorney might weave cobwebs of miserable 
protessional etiquette about the matter, but 
the common sense of the nation would revo!t 
against keeping alive to the last momeut of 
charges known to be false, as an act of profes- 
sional cruelty and injr istice, 

Sir Edward Clark, solicitor general, spoke in 
defense of Mr. Webster. 

Mr. Labouchere said that Houston and 
Soames and Webster had all along avoideil 
asking questions concerning Pigott. He ea‘- 
tacked the Gladstonian lawyers who abstained 
from voting when the division was taken on 
Friday. 

Mr. Morley said he had not a word to with- 
draw from what he had said in Friday’s debate.

as compared with the amount of business which 
is being done. An instance of the condition of 

affairs has been given by Governor Aycardi, 
who has issued a decree suspending the pay- 

mentofthe debt of the former state of Panama 
and effecting other economies. Governor 
Aycardi says that these measures have been 
adopted owing to suspensiomof work on the 
canal having 
REDUCED THE RECEIPTS OF THE GOVERNMENT, 
which will befurther diminished, owing to 
receipts from taxes similarly falling off. 

In consequence of the collapse of local 
freight and passenger trafiicon the Panama 
railroad, the numberof employes has been 
considerably reduced. At present only two 
passenger and two freight trains cross the line 
daily from either end. This reduction in 
traftic is, of course,due tothe stoppage o 
canal W ork. 

Prussia’s New Penal Code, 


Berwin, March 25.—The new penal code 
provides that the persons found guilty of in- 
citing one class against another, or wot prin 
attacking the bases of public and social order, 
especially religion, monarchy. marriage or 
property, shall ‘be imprisoned for aterm not 
exceeding three years; p ersons convicted of a 
second offense may be forbidden to reside in 
certain places. Newspapers which have been 
twice convicted of any of the offenses men- 

tioned in the code shall be suppressed. Social- 
ists who have been expelled from country 
shall not be allowed toreturn within five years 
after the adoption of the code unless by special 
permission of the police aut horities.

& magistrate charged with larceny from the 
person, and gives bond for his appearance at a 
higher court, it is not necessary for the bond 
to recite whether the larceny is a misdemeanor 
orafelony. If it is a misdemeanor committed 
in Chatham county, the law requires the mag- 
istrate to make it returnable to the city court 
of Savannah; if itis a felony, to the superior 
court. Code, $4978. The magistrate is pre- 
sumed to know the law under Which he acts, 
and to return the bond accordingly. Besides, 
the fact that the bond in this case was returned 
to the city court, implied jurisdiction in that 
court,

A Matter of Meat. 

The immense meat packing houses of 
Chicago, Kansas City and Omaha have been 
made the subject of adverse legislation by 
Colorado, and other western states are tak- 
ing up arms against them. 

Governor Cooper, of Colorado, has just 
signed a bill of the general assembly of that 
state, which provides that all beef, hogs and 
shee} sold for food shall be inspected before 
slaughtering by regular officers appointed 
for that purpose. 

This, it will readily be seen, completely 
shuts out the products of the great meat- 
packing houses outside of the state, which 
have been doing a thriving business in 
Colorado, and whose business has assumed 
gigantic proportions in all parts of the 
country. | 

Colorado {s a great cattle growing state, 
and it got tired of other states supplying its 
markets with meat, which, it claimed, inj 
jured its own cattle interests. But the free- 
dom of interstate commerce guarantee of the 
consti.ution prevented its legislating directly 
against tie evil of which it complained; so 
it went at the matter in a roundabout way, 
and it isclaimed that the manner in which 
it has mei the \gsue not viviate the 
constitution, ugh the question is one 
which will enkac rs the attention of tie 
highest courts of the country. 

The Chicago and Kansas City papers are 
kicking hard, and say that such a law is un- 
constitutional, and will not stand the test of 
the courts, and that even if it does, the leg- 
islation isof such a nature as to make the 
people tired of it when they see that the 
cattlemen of Colorado will have a monopoly 
in that state, by which they can make the 
price of meat to suit themselves, 

While the law may be an unwise one, it 
@trikes us that the people of Colorado have 
@ right to resort to it, if they so desire, with- 
out violating the interstate commerce clause 
of theconstitution. It is true the spirit, ag 
well as the effect, of the law is against free 
interstate commerce, but it cannot be denied 
that every state has the right to take such 
sanitary precautions as it deems best for the 
protection of its people. Colorado might 
not have had sanitation in view, and its in- 
tention may have been—and it probably 
was-——to keep oul Chicago and Kansas City 
beef, yet it certainly has the right to say 
that the meat of unhealthy cattle shall not be 
sold for food, and it certainly appears that 
to protect the people from such an imposi- 
tion it has the right to say that cattle shall 

be inspected by state 
killed for market. This is the way the 
Colorado people Jook at it, and, while they 
may not be sincere, it will be hard to dis- 
Jodge them from their position. 

Inthe mean time, as the cattle inspectors 
of Colorado will not examine cattle ready 
for slaughter in other states, Colorado will 
attend to iis own cattle killing for the pres- 
ent, and the packing houses of other states 
must do business ¢ elsew here .

We 
allknow what a provincialism is, but all of 
us do not know how a provincialism, unless it 
fis in the nature of a boil, ean be seattered 
by atripto Europe? Can it be that Editor 
Reid meant to say that provinelality could 
be scattered by «a trip to Europe? If so, 
everything is clear, but why cannot a met- 
ropolitan speak his mind without falling 
into such a despegate error of language?

The Closing of Be Behring’s s Sea, 

The first proclamation of President Har- 
rison is the result of one of the last acts of 
the fiftieth congress, closing Behring’s sea 
as a fishery for foreigners. 

But the question arises, just what and 
how much of Bebring’s sea is reserved to 
this country exclusively, and in how much 
of it can foreigners. continue to operate for 
seal and othcr things in which the sea 
abounds? 

The recent act of congress on the subject 
extended the penal legislation against seal 
catching. *‘in Alaska waters’’ ‘fall the 
dominion of the United Statesin the waters 
of the Behring sea.’’ It is in aceordance 
with this act that President Harrison has 
just issued a proclamation to carry out its 
purposes, 

It may probably take an international 
discussion to seit] the extent of 
the authority of the United States 
over the Behring sea. When Russia 
owned Alaska, it claimed that the little 
strip of islands forming a succession of keys 
and known as the Aleutian islands, land- 
locked sehring’s sea and made it, in its en- 
tirety,,a Russian possession. More than 

his, Nussia claimed that all of the waters of 
the Pacific to the north of a line drawn di- 

from the most southern point of Si- 
beria to a similar pointin Alaska, belonged 
to Russia; but Great Britain and the United 
States demurred, and in -the first quarter of 
the present century Russia agreed that all 
parts of the Pacilic ocean was common 
property to all nations. 

But did this concession include Behring’s 
sea, which is cut off from the Pacifie by the 
Aleutian islands? If so, Great Britain and 
Russia may now make the same point 
against the United States that this country 
and Great Britain did against Russia when 
the latter owned Alaska. 

Behlring’s sea has for many years been 
regarded as public property, and seals and 
whaies have been caught in its waters for as 
long a time by whalers from ail parts of the 
world. In disposing of Alaska, however, to 
this country, it was stipulated that Beh- 
ring’s sea was to be divided between the 
purchaser and the seller, the United States 
and Russia each to have jurisdiction over 
their respective divisions. 

Recent legislation on the subject was 
prompted by a desire to give better protec- 
tion to the seals which breed on the Alaskan 
islands, thus belonging to this country, and 
being its principal source of Alaskan reve- 
nue. 

It may be that we may hear more of this 
matter later in the nature of complaint from 
other governments.

Early History.

morning’s CONSTITUTION a Sper tal from 
Greenesboro, the headlines cf whéteh were as 
follows: *“*“The-Allison Fund—GreevoCoun 
ty’s Educationai Fund,’ ex-ordinary. of 
Greene county, beg space to give briefly the 
history of said fund, knowing that it w ill be 
read with interest by the citizens of the county 
of my nativity. ,The facts are substantially as 
follows: 

In 1865 Gorim Allison died, leaving his 
will-and testament, one clause of which 
as follows: 

“I give and bequeath tothe inferior court of 
Greene county $20,000, to be paid tothe judges 
of the said court to be loaned out by them, the 
interest to be applied to the | education of the 
poor children of the county.’ 

This money was loaned by tho inferior court 
toamember of the court and four other citi- 
zens Of Greene county and Colonel W.L. 
Strain, the eqecutor of Allison’s will. This. a 
as ordinary, hela was error, in this that the 
testator did notintend that eithera member 
ofthe inferior court or the executor should 
borrow the money. 

The will was attacked by the next of kin 
of Allison and I employed two of the ablest 
lawyers in Georgia, viz: the late Judge Linton 
Stephens and Judge Augustus Reese, to rep- 
resent the county at a fee of $1,000. 
The attorneys for the county gained the 

case and I paid the £1,000 

by giving a check for the amount on the 
county treasurer, Which was — on presenta- 
tion. 1t was error to have attacked the will. 
because the testator was “fof sonnd mind and | 
memory’’ when he made it. The attack on 
the will, I take, was made because of the fact 
that Mr. Allison, who did not believe in 
slavery as it existed, and meant that the poor 
negro children of Greene should share in the 
benefits of this fund just like the indigent 
white children of the county. The attack was 
in error again, and the courts so decided, 

Lastiy, in my judgment, the action of the 
last grand inquest of Greene county was error, 
because Mr. Allison provided in his will, as 
recited elsewhere, that negro children should 
participate in the fund, a result of his being 
opposed to slavery as it existed in the south in 
his life time.

WHATISREQGUIRED OI CANDIDATES 
AND WHO THE CANDIDATES ARE. 
Over One ndred and Tifty Inspected Yesterday 
Morning Py the Dourd of Police Commissioners 
-~ Current Gossip About the Election of Men 
and Officers—VWho Will Be the Third Ca 


plain? 

Once every two years there is witnessed in 
Atlanta the scene presented yesterday fore- 
noon at police headquarters. 

Over one hundred and fifty men—citizens— 
gathered atthe stationhouse to be inspected 
and examined as to their qualifications for a 
position on the police force. 

They are the ‘“‘ouis’’—ali anxious to get in. 

Most of them have made special prepara- 
tion for the occasion, put on new collars, 
blacked their shoes, and tidied up generally, 
In spite of this, however, there is a 

GO-AS-YOU-PLEASE VARIETY 
about it that blacking brushes and 
brooms have failed to monotonize, 

There isa one-eyed man and a one-armed 
man, one man exactly five feet and another 
one six feet three anda half. There are three 
or four negroes in aquiet group apart by 
themselves. Some of the applicants are ex- 
policemen and chat familiarly amongst them- 
pelves and with the policemen passing to and 
from court. They are disposed to be patron- 
izing, the ex-policemen. 

The policemen calculate the chances as they 
watch the movements of the candidates. 

Long before ten o’clock—the hour set for in- 
apection-~—the stairs and hallway were crowded. 
The commissioners were on hand at ten o'clock 
and the inspection began promptly. 

The applicants were called into the chief's 
room, ten ata tine. 

Once in the chief's room the inspection be

with a list of the applicants, and opposite each 
applicant's name are the names of his ‘‘'vouch- 
ers,’’ five prominent citizens, and attached to 
each application is wa dovtor’s certificate and 
the tax collector’s receipt for all taxes for the 
past year. 

The commissioner looks over these creden- 
tials carefully, and then examines to see that 
the candidate is not too old, or pbysically dis- 
qualitied. 

Captain Jim Wright assisted in the exami- 
mation. He handed the city. code to the can- 
didates, one after another, and each applicant 
reads a paragraph and then writes his name or 
a scntence 

‘‘T didn't know we had to read,’’ remarked 
one candidate ruefully as the code was handed 
to him. 

‘*Yes, everybody las to read,” 

“Well,” as he picked up the book and stared 
at the open page, ‘‘T used to could read—”’ 

He moved over near the window and 
strained his eyes to read, then rubbed his eyes 
industriousiy and stared at the book again. 

‘“‘T can read,’ he explained, ‘‘but I haven't 
got ny specks.”’

When the new state house was being con- 
structed, George W. Newberry, of Chicago, 
secured a contract to do some of the hard wood 
work and came to Atlanta to give it his per- | 
sonal attention. He had been in business in | 
Chicago where he was working a large force, | 
but during his stay in Atlanta became thor- | 
oughly satisfied that the south was a fine field 
and decided to leave Chicago. Immediately | 
after finishing his contract he returned to 
Chicago, and closing out his business shipped 
his drawings, designs and patterns to 
Atlanta. Then he came south himself and 
began looking for a suitable lot. Daring his 
search he came in contact with H. M. Beutell, 
the stair builder, The two were in the same 
line, and in a’short time determined to join 
hands and form a joint stock company. ‘They 
readily found becking, and are now about 
ready to complete their organization. Mr. 
Newberry cows highly indorsed. Last night 
he said: 

“2 uere isa great abundance of work in our 
line. New courthouses, city halls and post- 
offices are going up allover the country, and 
the hard work is essential tothem. Il have 
fitted up one thousand postofiices in the iast 

welve years”’ 

“What line of work will you do?’ 

‘Stairways, files, office fixtures, etc. In 
fact, everything that is done in bard wood. 
Mr. Beutell is a most competent man, and I 
refer to the work I have done.”’ 

“How many men will youemploy?” 

‘‘A hundred orso of trained mechanics to 
start with. We have looked over the city for 
a lot, and have two or threein view, but, of 
course,can do nothing definite until after 
Thursday night.”

THE NEGRO MURDERER 


IS EXPECTED IN ATLANTA TOMOR- 
ROW, AND WILL BE KEPT HERE. 
He Might Be Lynched in Cobb—Detective Ed Cason 
Gots to Birmingham Withthe Requisiti¢n Pa- 
pers Last Night—The Evidence Drawing Closer 
Around the ee How the Work Was Done’ 

Detective Ed Cason left for Birmingham 
last might. 

He goes after the negro in jail there—Jim 
srown, alias Ben Elsey, charged with the 
murder of old lady Mrs. Harzrove. 

The detective carries the necessary requisi- 
tion papers from Governor Gordon and if 
there isno unexpected delay Cason will be 
back with his prisoner tomorrow. 

In the meantime the evidence is still 
strengthening and corroborating itself, and it 
seems now that Brown’s conviction is a mere 
matter of form and time. 

The murderer is a 

WELL KNOWN ATLANTA NEGRO 
and the history of the long and finally success- 
‘ful hunt is not withont many features of local 
interest. 

It will be remembered that the siory of the 
murder was first printediin Tux Constitution, 
and one of the two theories given as most 
plausible was that the murder was done by a 
negro named Jim Brown, a man that had 
formerly worked {ér Mrs. Hargrove and who 
had been seen running through a cotton patch 
near the Hargrove house a very short 
while afterthe murder. It was also stated 
there that a vest had been found about Where 
the negro was seen in the cotton patch. 

Taking Tur Constitution’s story fer a 
starting point the detectives went to work. 
They knew that Brown’s wife was named 
Ophelia, and day after day they hunted 
through Atlanta for the name. Finally... \¢e- 
tive Bedford found the right woman, an.*,om 
herle learned that Jim Brown was *Ben 
Elsey, an Atlanta negro. 

When it became necessary to have a warrant 
from Cobb county, the detectives guarded 
their secret by swearing it out againt Jim 
Brown. The greater part of their work 
was done when Jim Brown was identified as 
Ben Elsey. 

Klsey was arrested Friday in Birmingham 
under the name of Williams, and was charged 
With larceny. On Saturday a Birmingham 
railroad negro went to the home of Eisey’s 
wife, here in Atlanta, wreh this message from 
Elsey- 

“lamin jailin Dirmingham. They have 
got me on suspicion of something else, but I'll 
come clear. Keep your mouth shut.’’ 

The woman made another statement to the 
detectives yesterday. 

“One night last summer,” said she, ‘‘my 
husband and me and my child went in the 
night from Atlanta to Cobb county. I asked 
Ben what it was for and he said he had 

SHOT A POLICEMAN 
and had to go.”’ 

‘What about the other murder?’ 

“Olid Mrs. Hargrove?”’ 

“To 

“IT knowed he had done something, but I 
never knowed what it was.”’ 

‘‘Did Ben ever kill anybody else ?’ 

‘They ain’t no telling. He talked some- 
times like he did, but I don't know how that 
was,” 

“Did he tell you any details about the Veal 
shooting ?” 

‘Yes, sir. He said the policeman was ont- 
side and he did the shooting through the win- 
dow in a little store on Wheat street.” 

The reward will be divided between the 
Birmingham officials, to get the prisoner, and 
the Atlanta detectives and offic ers. The fol- 
lowing officers share it: Detectives Bedford, 
Cason and Green, Patrolman Nig Simpson 
and Captains Wright and Couch. 

Judge Winn has promised to hold a special 
session of court to try Elsey, or Brown. 

The judge advised that Elsey be held in 
jail here in Atlanta, as it would be unsafe to 
jail him in Cobb county,

Eleven jurors were accepted out of sixty 
men examined yesterday. 

The story of the affray that placed Moore 
behind the bars is still fresh in the minds of 
the people. 

On the evening of Thursday, November 15, 
1888, Hon. James Hunt and several fellow 
boarders were in their room at the Florida 
house, wien young Moore, who was running 
asa mail agent on the Western and Atlantic 
road, came into the room, and in the course of 
afriendly tussic, Moore became angerod at 
Hunt an‘ jeft the room. 

At the foot of the stairs he met Hunt and 
nlunged a knife into him, killing him almost 
instantly. 

Moore left the room and fled in the dark- 
ness. lic eladcd the officers and got as far as 
the Chattahoochee river, but for some reason 
returned toward Atlanta. A bloodhound was 
put on his trail, and the story that he told of 
the horrible feelings that he experienced while 
fleeing froin the dreaded bruto was ¢ xtremely 
thrilling. Near. Bolton he was met by the 
officers, who knew him by his limping gait, 
and he was captured and brought back and 
placed in Fulton county jail. 

he First Call of the Case. 

On Monday, January 21, toward the end of 
the fall tern of Fulton superior court, the case 
was called, and Moore was brought into court.

An Atlanta Man Recalls Some Pieasant Asso“ 
. ciations With the Dead Justice. 


“So you knew Stanley Matthews?” was a re- 
mark addressed to Mr. C, M. Cady, of this 
city. 

“Yes; and the announcement of his death in 
THE Constitution recalls asumimer tour that 
myself and family made to the Green moun- 
tains in i8S7. We were at the Bread Loaf 
inn, eleven mileswast of Middleburg, Vt., and 
perched upon the top of atali peak. The hotel 
accommodates 100 guests, and was owned by 
Hon. Joseph Battell, many years a member of 
the Vermont state senaie,.who owns 17,000 
acres of inountains adjoining his farm, pur- 
chased to protect the trees from the ax of the 
lumbermen.’' 

**Andthere you met Mr. Justice Matthews ?’’ 

“Yes, the distinguished gentleman and his 
accomplished wife were stopping there; and 
we became very well acquainted. Justice 
Matthews had a physique that should have 
lasted a hundred years, with prover care, and 
a pink complexion that might have been 
envied by any lady.”’ 

“Was Mr. Matthews 
man \’’’ 

‘Very much so, but he detested physical 
exercise, and might be seen any day on the
